21.—Trainmen 
to 


the number of 75,000, employed on 
about seventy-Eve railroads east of 
the Mississippi river Monday through 
officials of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen formally notified tha 
various divisions and railroads affec'.- 
ed that a demand for an increase 
in wages amounting to from five to 
forty per cent, will be made Jan. S. 
This agreement between the railroads 
and trainmen necessitates a notice 
before any demand can be presented. 
The trainmen will wait until Jan 20 
for an answer from the railroads,'it 
is said. 


According to W. G. I-«c, president 


of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, the chief demand Is that tin 
wages of conductors and their crews 
be standardized, which will mean in- 
creases for the various branches o!' 
the trainmen of from five ;o forty pel- 
cent. A strike is not yet contemplat-
